The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 



disclosure. 



The US Patent 5,196,738 is cited to teach a LCD driver including a plurality of power 
source voltage terminals with different voltage levels. The number of gray levels as the driver 
circuit output voltage levels is greater than the number of power source voltage levels. 

The US Patents 5,250,937 and 6,107,981 are cited to teach a halftone liquid crystal 
display including an A.C. voltage divider. 

The US Patent 6,437,765 is cited to teach a voltage generation means for making uniform 
or equalize the color differences between respectively adjacent tones of a tonal display operation. 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
references alone or in combination, teaches the limitation of "a judgement section forjudging 
whether a magnitude of an input video resides within the non-linear region or the linear 
region to output a judgement signal indicating the non- linear region or the linear region; and an 
output circuit for responding to said judgement signal to output said one of said gray-scale level 
voltages selected by said gray-scale voltage selector block when said judgement signal indicates 
the non-linear region and output one of said gray-scale voltages or an intermediate voltage when 
said judgement signal indicates the linear region, the intermediate voltage residing between two 
of adjacent gray-scale voltages" as recited in the independent claim 1.
